One 
historia n, Ba ncroft, deplores ins want 
of full informa tion as to the history of 
these Germa n America ns, a nd points 
to it as a field o f historic sea rch prom­ 
ising rich fru it 
I ha ve, therefore, 
felt justified in co llecting and com ­ 
piling such ma teria l as I could find in 
different 
m a nuscripts and 
German 
publica tions rela ting to the ea rly Ger­ 
ma n religious sects who ca m e to this 
country before the 1 >cclaration of Inde­ 
pendence 
into 
a 
short 
historical 
sketch. 
“ In spea king o f these sects I shall 
not 
consider 
those 
denomina tions 
which were recognized or esta blished 
by the state in 
Germ a ny, na m ely: 
‘The Roma n, the Luthera n a nd lie- 
formed churches,’ but confine m yself 
to the sects which were prohibited 
and 
persecuted, 
and therefore 
lied 
from their fa therla nd to seek refuge 
in our country, where they could wor­ 
ship God unmolested in their o w n |>e- 
culia r tenets. 
“ All these Germa n sects had certain 
cha ra cteristics in com m on. Theirspir- 
itual life was intense, verging into m ys­ 
ticism. Most all were non-comba ta nts. 
They would not take oa ths n o f enter 
into la w suits, resisted not evil, dress­ 
ed very pla in, and lived fruga lly, edu­ 
cated their children in the elem enta ry 
schools, but confined their rea ding tie 
tHo Bible, hym n books a nd their pe­ 
culia r religious publica tions. 
They 
a ll a bhorred sla very. 
They were in ­ 
dustrious, pea ceful, la w a biding citi­ 
zens. 
“ The first sect w hich emigra ted from 
G erm a ny to this country were the 
l» abadists. 
In 1679 the lAsbadist co n­ 
grega tion of the tow n of W iewa rd, in 
Frisia, sent J a sper Ba nkers a nd Peter 
Scliluter to Am erica to seek a place 
where they could settle and exercise 
their religion. 
These emissa ries se­ 
lected a pla ce in Cecil co unty, in the 
co lo ny o f Ma ryla nd, where religious 
tolera tion had been procla imed. 
In 
their report over 100 persons em igra t­ 
ed and purcha sed, in August, 168*1, 
from A ugustin H erm a nn 3,750 acres 
of land on the Bohem ia river, in Cecil 
county. 
Here they erected a m ona s­ 
tery, a brother a nd a sister house, 
where, by hard work a nd fruga l life, 
they in a few yea rs built a ritm pla n­ 
tation, ra ising la rgo crops of corn, to­ 
bacco, hem p a nd flax, with a good 
stock of cattle. 
Their co lo ny 
was 
strictly com m unistic, under a most 
rigid discipline. 
The sexes were sep­ 
arated. 
Men and wom en ;ite separ­ 
a tely in large rooms. They would say 
their pra yers o nly w hen m oved there­ 
to by the Spirit, a nd then in silence, 
w ith out utte ring words. 
The holy 
Scripture 
they 
ex pound e d 
a m ong 
them selves. 
T h e ir superior wa s Peter 
Scliluter, a former m ercha nt o f W esel, 
lie ma de his wife tlio superior o f the 
wom en, a nd lie ma de them work hard 
on m ea ger fare, w ith out distinction of 
rank. 
T h e learned doctor a nd 
schola r 
hi» * 1 to follow the plow, stand at the 
w a sh tub 
and 
sit a t 
the weaving 
loom. 
T he mere spiritual ecstasies 
und e r such severe life were not sulli- 
cient in the length of time for the 
poor h um a n souls, and th ey left 
one 
afte r the oth e r to partake aga in of the 
sweets of c om m on life a m ong their 
fellow men. 
Behluter sold part of 
the 
land to Isaac and Matthias V an Bib­ 
ber, who had im m igra te d from Cre- 
feld to G e r m a nt ow n in 10M, B ehluter 
died a b out 18 22, a nd with him the col­ 
ony, as well as tlie sect of the L abadhts, 
went out of ex istence. 
“ In 168 3, the Q ua k e r congregation 
oi Crefeld left for P e nns yl v a ni a to 
settle in th a t province, which lately 
had become the property of the found ­ 
er of their sect. 
T h e y founded G e r­ 
m a ntow n, which soon became a pop­ 
ulous and prosperous G e r m a n settle­ 
ment. 
The Q uak ers 
of 
K riesheim 
soon joined them. 
In 16SS they pub ­ 
lished their protest against slavery. 
A m ong these Quakers were the Van 
Bibbers, 
the 
Cassells, 
H endricks, 
F r a nz Baniel Pastorins, H yd e n Gratis, 
R itte ub a usc us and oth e r families, the 
descendants w hereof are now widely 
scattered ov er all the states of the 
Union. 
“ In 
168 5 cam e the strange sect to 
G e r m a nt ow n w h ic h was called 
the 
‘W om e n in the Desert,’ about forty 
m en ami women, a m ong them a nu m ­ 
ber of d ‘H*tors of theology a nd learned 
uie n% 
.‘heir leader was the learned 
Dr. Kelpius, 
They believed th a t the 
end of the world was near, and desired 
to settle in the wilderness of P e nn­ 
sylva nia to prepare themselves and 
a w a it tlie c om ing of Christ, 
They 
did not m a rry, nor want to be m a r ­ 
ried. 
A few miles from G e r m a ntow n, 
on the Wissahicou, they erected th eir 
m onastery, secluded and apart 
from 
the rest of m a nk ind . 
T hey waited in 
vain for the com ing of Christ, a nd 
w hen Dr. KH pins died, in 1708 , the 
sect soon thereafter separated.”— Balti­ 
m ore Am erican.
